Military Patrol Will Be Extended 


and Federal Military 


Police Formed 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 26. — Or- 


ders for placing military guards at the 
Chelsea and Southern Pacific piers in 
New York harbor went to the com- 
mander of the eastern department to- 
day from Secretary Baker. This is in 
line with the plan for using troops to 
enforce the alien enemy proclamation 
along the important water" fronts. 


The military patrol will be extended 


to other points on the New York wa- 
ter front as rapidly as the places to 
be guarded in this way are determin- 
ed. Regulars probably will be used 
for the present until the proposed new 
federal police force of a semi-military 
character' can be substituted. 


Brig. Gen. Carter, in charge of the 


army participation in the enforcement 
of the alien enemy law, explained to- 
day that the soldiers would be posted 
in front of the piers only and that po-

Pa-ents are said to be ehangmg well- 


formed food habits in order that the 
little ones -naj. have the milk that they 
need 
It has been long recognised 


that food prejudices are among the 
most difficult to overcome, but it is 
uiged that the grown ups of the house- 
hold must be self forgetful enough to 
adapt themselves to changes in their 
dailv fare if by so doing the children 
ma., have their milk

both milk and meat have been abund-
